LITTLE ROCK-(/P)—Five 
school 


directors in each of 60 counties of the 
state have been chosen as delegates to 
attend a meeting here soon to discuss 
the school financial problem and make 
recommendations to the 
legislative 


commission appointed to work out a 
solution. 


Dr. Howard A. Dawson, statistical 


expert of the state department of edu- 
cation, said today he expected to re- 
ceive the names of delegates from the 
other 15 counties within a few days. 


Dates for the school directors meet- 


ing, he said, probably will be set for 
the last few days" in-July or the first 
few days in August. 


Meanwhile, the legislative commis- 


sion on school problems is marking 
time. The commission 
held three 


meetings' in May and June, and after 
going over all available data and rec- 
ommendations, decided a cross section 
of sentiment on the school problems 
could best "Be obtained by calling in 
school directors. 


As soon as the school directors have 


met, the commission pains to resume 
its consideration HO that a plan, if it 
can be decided upon 
for relief of 


schools, can be presented to Governor 
Parncll early in the fall. 


It has been freely predicted in the 


commission meeting that unless, rigid 
economies can be effected in school 
operation during the next term, fully 
four-fifths of the 2,700 schools of the 
slate cannot continue for more than 
five or six months. Many of (hem, Dr. 
Dawson said, qarinot continue more 
than three months.

PINE BLUFF, Ark.—(/P)~As he 


sought a reconciliation with-.his wife, 
Chester W. Taylor, 45, a state em- 
ployee and formef Arkansas congress- 
man was shot fatally Friday by his 
father-in-law, C;-,M. Philpot, 70, for- 
mer county judge and sheriff who 
then attempted suicide. 


Taylor died In a hospital several 


hours after the shooting, Soon after- 
ward Philpot was declared insane and 
committed to the state hospital for 
nervous diseases at Little Rock. 


After shooting Taylor, 'Philpot tried 


to Shoot himself but a daughter, Mrs. 
Rosalie Gresham, knocked the pistol 
from his hand. He then slashed his 
wrist with a knife but did not inflict 
a dangerous wound. 


Ordered to Hospital 


He was ordered taken to the state 


hospital by County Judge R. H. Wil- 
liams upon a report of the county 
physician that Philpot was insane. 


Taylor, an employee of the 
state 


conservation department .served out 
the unexpired term of his father, Sam- 
uel Taylor, as sixth district'congress- 
man upon .'the letter's death in 1921. 


His wife left him two weeks ago 


and came to her father's home. .Tay- 
lor came here early Friday seeking a 


westbound local passenger train and 
four box cars propelled from a siding 
by a high wind. 


The victims, sleeping for the night 


in one of the sidetracked box cars, 
were not identified. The train crew 
and passengers escaped injuries.

porch and 'struck his hand, Philpot 
then cut his wrist with a knife. 


Taylor died in the hospital in the 


afternoon. 
Meantime Philpot 
had 


been under 
technical arrest at his 


home. After Taylor's death the coun- 
ty physician, T. }. Cunningham, ex- 
amined Philpot and reported he was 
insane. 


A county court order 
was issued 


committing him to the state hospital 
and he left for there immediately in 
custody of officers. 


Taylor has a son, Samuel, 8, by a 


former marriage. 


Philpot served three terms as coun- 


ty judge of Jefferson county and pre- 
viously two terms as sheriff. Before 
entering politics, in which he was 
prominent many 
years, he was a 


planter. 


His home, where the shooting oc- 


curred, is only a few blocks from the 
principal business thoroughfare.

State School System

LITTLE ROCK—(/P)-Four-fifths of 


the 2,700 school districts in Arkansas- 
face the coming term with such de- 
pleted treasuries that 
a 'six-months 


session appears to be the maximum 
that can be expected. 


Dr. HowardvA.'Dawson, statistical 


expert of the state department of ed- 
ucation, is authority for that state- 
ment and the added 'comment that 
many of the 2,200 schools wilt be able 
to continue no more than four months 
unless the teachers work without sal- 
aries for one or two months. 


A number of reasons were assigned 


by Dr. Dawson for the present'finan- 
cial condition of the'schools. 


More than 11,000,000 in school dis- 


trict funds are tied up in failed banks, 
with little prospect of any being re- 
leased immediately and officials ex- 
pect not more -than 25 per cent of the 
amount ever wilt be realized. 
. 


The common school fund has stead- 


ily decreased since 1926 when the per 
capita apportionment 
was • $5,26; .to 


$4,05 the past year. It appears the per 
capita apportionment this year cannot 
exceed that of last year, and it may 
drop some. 


Aside from reduced property assess- 


ments last year which cut revenue 
from the three-mill tax, the severance 
tax has steadily fallen since- 1925-26," 
when it yielded $1,265,415.88, to last- 
year when only $331,798 was realized.. 


Added to the decrease from other 


sources is that of the school cqualiza-"1 
tion fund, apportionments from which* 
are necessary in many counties' to per- 
mit a normal eight-month grammar 
school term, where high school facil- 
ities .are lacking. 
The equalization 


fund available for distribution next 
year, from the most liberal estimates, 
cannot exceed $570,000. This is approx- 
imately $300,000 less than was avail- 


of the equalization fund already have 
been spent by many .districts to pay 
teachers for last year's salaries. The 
state' department of education effected 
loans on short term paper and reloaned 
the proceeds to the districts with the
